Frost Or Freezing 
Warning Given Area 


Deluged by nearly an inch of 
rain in a series of three thunder­ 
storms. the Ohio Valley can now 
look forward to frost or freezing 
tem peratures 
tonight 
as 
spring 
gives way to a possible return of 
winter, if only briefly. 
The Ohio weatherman issued a 
“frost or freezing warning” for 
the Eastern Ohio area, forecasting 
a possible low of 28 to 34 degrees 
tonight. 
Im patient gardeners who have 
set out forced flowers or vegetable 
plants m ay have to protect them 
tonight but farm ers have little to 
fear from the possible frigid spell. 
“ Unless there is a prolonged cold 
spell with tem peratures colder than 
26 degrees, I believe that most of 
the fruit trees now in bloom could 
come through allright,” O l i v e r 
Johnson, Hancock County agricul­ 
tural agent, commented. 
“ However, such plants as tom a­ 
toes or straw berries would be kill­ 
ed by a light frost and also if tem ­ 
peratures drop any lower than pre­ 
dicted,” he said.

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Aircraft Of Real Peace 
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Constructive Criticism Wanted 


As any thorough reader of the Review 


knows, the letters to the editor have been fre­ 


quent since the first official word of the city 


Income tax A few have been in defense of 


the adm inistration, but the great majority 


have been highly critical of the tax. 
Expression of opinion is one of the bless­ 
ings of our American form of government— 
and w e're IOO per cent for it, as should be 
evident. We like to receive letters to the 
editor. They have a way of bringing the 
readers closer to us and making them a more 
integral part of the newspaper Without read­ 
ers. a paper would be a meaningless presen­ 
tation of the printed word. 
The big fault, however, that we have found 
with the expressions of opinion in the pres­ 
ent case is that too often the approach to the 
problem by those opposing the tax appears to 
have been made in a fit of anger and with­ 
out constructive thought. 
Anger isn’t conducive to clear thinking. 
Most of the letter-writers have resorted to 
m ere name calling and many have displayed 
a lack of knowledge as to the basic opera­ 
tion of the municipal government. N a m e 
calling benefits no one — neither the target of 
the barbs nor the person who pulls the verbal 
trigger. 
Don’t complain just to complain. Try to 
provide constructive suggestions as to how 
the city can m eet its problems. The income 
tax appears headed for a test at the polls in 
November and there’s always the possibility 
the present financial program will be yanked 
from in under the administration. If so, con­ 


structive suggestions most definitely will be 
in order. 
Mayor Lawrence, the councilmen and Safe- 
ty-Service Director Maggianetti aren’t the 
green-eyed conniving monsters lurking behind 
closed doors at City Hall that many people 
would have you believe. 
On the contrary. They are serious-thinking, 
hard-working officials trying to do what they 
sincerely believe is best for you and for your 
city. They deserve your consideration. If you 
feel differently than they as to how the prob­ 
lems should be approached, again that is 
your privilege. But along with protests, why 
not try to present some logical thinking. 
One of the few fair-minded objections to 
the tax program came to our attention Sat­ 
urday from a resident who appeared at the 
office and presented his feelings in a sincere, 
clear m anner. 
He wasn’t objecting to the tax as such, but 
was highly disturbed over the fact that it 
means in his mind “taxation without repre­ 
sentation’’ and that, as he phrased it, the 
cart had been placed before the horse when 
the tax was imposed first and steps for 
a vote provided later. 
His rem arks are worthy of consideration. 
Quite possibly yours are too. But try to pre­ 
sent them in a sensible way. Weigh your 
facts carefully. Make certain you are thor­ 
oughly fam iliar with the subject m atter. Then. 
if so inclined, offer constructive criticism 
We welcome your letters. But we would 
like to see more of them contain food for 
municipal thought, not m ere hastily-scribbled 
derogatory rem arks that solve nothing. 


Nominations For Ohio Offices 


In prim ary contests for nominations to state 
offices in Ohio, other than the governorship, 
the largest number of contestants are interest­ 
ed in the lieutenant governorship. Seven Dem­ 
ocrats and two Republicans are running. 
Lt. Gov. Paul M. Herbert, now serving his 
fifth term as a Republican, is the clear pref­ 
erence for renomination in his party's con­ 
test The best qualified contestant in the Dem­ 
ocratic race is John W. Peck of Glendale, a 
Cincinnati suburb. Mr. Peck was formerly 
executive secretary to former Gov. Frank J. 
Lausche and Ohio tax commissioner. Gov. 
Lausche appointed him to the Hamilton Coun­ 
ty Common Pleas bench twice. He is 44 years 
old and a practicing lawyer. This is his first 
bid for a statewide office. 
There are no contests in either prim ary for 
secretary of state. Ted W Brown, who has 
been doing outstandingly good work in this 
office, will be the Republican nominee, and 
his Democratic opponent in the November 
election will be Asher W. Sweeney. 
Roger W. Tracy, another good state offi­ 
cial. is unopposed for nomination as treasurer 
in the Republican prim ary. The stronger can­ 
didate in a two-man contest for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination is Joseph T. Ferguson, who 
i*nce held the state auditor’s office for 16 
years 
William Saxbe. Ohio’s energetic and capable 
young attorney general, is unopposed for re ­ 
nomination in the Republican prim ary. Three 
Democrats are competing for their party’s 
nomination: Mark McElroy, who ran unsuc­ 
cessfully for mayor of Cleveland last year; 
Marion A. Ross of Columbus, who unsuccess­ 
fully sought his party’s nomination for at­ 
torney general two years ago, and Paul Ward 
of Columbus. 
Mr. Ward was the Democratic nominee for 
attorney general in 1952 and 1954 In 1948 and 
1956. he failed to win his party’s nomination. 
He is only 42 years old. however, so his politi­ 
cal future still bes ahead of him. He deserves 
Democratic support for a third race. 
These four state offices go to four-year 
term s, along with the governorship, in this

When railroad spokesmen say their industry 
must have legislative relief in a hurry, they 
are not stretching the facts. 
New York Central lost upward of four mil­ 
lion dollars in March this year, compared 
with a better than three million profit in 
March last year. Its deficit for the first quar­ 
ter of 1958 was 174 million, compared with 
a net profit of more than 54 milbon in the 
first quarter of 1957. 
Pennsylvania Railroad reported a 3 4 m il­ 
lion loss in March this year and a first 
quarter deficit of close to 15 million, com­ 
pared with a four milbon profit in March a 
year ago and a profit of more than five mil­ 
bon in the first quarter of 1957. 
Lehigh Valley is operating in the red New 
Haven and Hartford is operating in the red. 
Many roads that have not gone into the red 
are barely staying in the black, as their 
operating incomes sbde off previous levels. 
This is why the railroads want legislative 
relief — not handouts but changes in the 
regulations that are putting them at a disad­ 
vantage in competition. The changes in them ­ 
selves would not produce freight revenues, 
which have been hit hard by the recession. 
But they would get rid of handicaps that 
m ake it harder to get a fair shake in com­ 
petition with other transportation — handi­ 
caps that have become deadly in a period 
of recession.

New Labor Laws Seen Unlikely In '58

Early last Wednesday morning 
three nationally

Hayes, head of the AFL-CIO E th­ 
ical Practices Committee. 
The long distance call they had 
put through was to labor’s top 
leader, George Meany. While wait­ 
ing to contact the AFL-CIO presi­ 
dent, 
the 
three 
men 
discussed 
strategy for the fight on Sen. Wil­ 
liam Knowland’s 13 proposals for 
laws which would give the govern­ 
ment the right to supervise secret 
balloting by union m em bers in 
strikes, recall of union officials and 
on such m atters as changing union 
constitutions and rules on dues, 
fines, suspensions and expulsions. 
Reports from those at the three 
hour secret meeting allege that 
Senators Johnson and Kennedy ask­ 
ed Hayes just what was the min­ 
imum in new labor laws which the 
union chiefs would accept without 
a fight. The senators had tried to 
get to Mr. Meany the day before 
but he was traveling. So they turn­ 
ed to Hayes, mentor of labor's eth­ 
ical practices. 


HAYES SAID labor wanted no 
new laws which would affect union 
activity in any fashion. He said 
there were enough laws on the 
books. He warned that labor would 
fight any and every effort to pass 
a bill which insinuated that labor 
couldn’t clean house by itself. 
But. according to reports, Hayes 
also said he couldn't speak for all 
labor since he headed just one 
union, the M achinists’ Association, 
whose m em bers make intercontin­ 
ental missiles and rockets among 
other things. Hayes said they’d 
have to talk to George Meany. 
They did. 
Apparently Hayes had reflected 
Meany’s position quite accurately. 
The national labor chief is reported 
to have told the senators that labor 
was opposed to any form of super­ 
vision and to have sharply criticiz­ 
ed Sen. Knowland’s amendments. 
Like Hayes, at the Washington 
end of the cable conference. Meany 
is reported to have rejected all 
compromise. 
They said that labor would back 
only the bill for full disclosure of 
financial data of the multi-billion 
dollar pension and welfare funds. 


WHILE THE THREE men talk­ 
ed in 
seclusion, 
labor lobbyists 
found out through the Senate’s out­ 
er rooms, halls and offices with 
Radio City Music Hall Rockette 
precision. In unison they took out 
after Sen. Knowland a id all his 
supporters. There were more but- 
ton-holers in the building than in 
the Garment Workers Union. 
Directing the critical chorus was 
the AFL-CIO’s legislative lobby­ 
ing chief, big Andy Biemiller, form­ 
er 
Wisconsin 
congressmen. 
He 
worked out of Room G-23, which 
is part of Mike Mansfield’s office. 
Sen. Mansfield, from Montana, is 
the 
upper 
house's 
Democratic 
whip. 
For hours on end. Biemiller was 
reached by his lieutenants by tele­ 
phoning NAtional 8-3120. Extension 
2447—except when someone report­ 
ed a particularly doubtful senator. 
Then Brother Biemiller took over 
the job himself.

centers on a move to enact legis­ 
lation which would spell out in 
detail the limits of the Supreme 
Court’s authority to pass upon cer­ 
tain kinds of cases. 
Congress, under the Constitution, 
play by law specify to a certain 
extent what type of cases the Su­ 
prem e Court m ay consider for 
decision. 
Many 
observers 
think 
none of the pending bills will be 
adopted at this session. But the 
fight 
is 
only 
beginning. 
Many 
groups of citizens throughout the 
nation are taking up the issue be­ 
cause it is felt that public opinion 
has not yet been alerted to the 
usurpation practiced by the present 
court. 
An effort is being 
made 
by 
critics of the pending legislation 
to imply that the court as an in­ 
stitution is under fire. On the con­ 
trary, it is the activity of those 
who have perverted the court’s 
original purposes and judicial func­ 
tions which has brought on the 
controversy of today. 
When as eminent a man in Con­ 
gress as the veteran from Wyo­ 
ming, Sen. Joseph C. O’Mahoney, 
Democrat, asks that every judge 
be required to swear specifically 
in his oath that he will not par­ 
ticipate 
in 
any 
decisions 
that 
“ knowingly alter the Constitution” 
—a procedure which a Senate sub­ 
committee 
now 
requires 
before 
confirming 
new 
judges—it 
indi­ 
cates a belief that something is 
wrong with the attitude of the 
present justices toward the Con­ 
stitution. 


THEIR DECISIONS apparently 
reflect a feeling that they may bit 
on the bench for life and legis­ 
late without regard to constitution­ 
al precepts of the past. 
Sen. O’Mahoney, it will be re­ 
called, was one of the leaders in 
the 
crusade 
against 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s effort to 
influence the decisions of the Su­ 
prem e Court by appointing six ex­ 
tra justices who, it was assumed, 
would decide cases as he wanted 
them decided. The Wyoming Sena­ 
tor was in the forefront of that 
movement against usurpation and 
he is logically concerned with the 
usurpation of power by the court 
itself today. 
Unfortunately too many people 
have been misled into believing 
that the sole criticism of the court 
now is due to the fact that it dis­ 
regarded law and precedent in de­ 
ciding the “desegregation” cases 
on “psychological” rather than on 
legal grounds. 
Putting aside these cases, how­ 
ever, there are m any other de­ 
cisions of a far reaching nature 
which, if reversed either by Con­ 


gress or the people, will make 
the Supreme Court a “third legis­ 
lative cham ber.” This, by the way, 
is the phrase used by Judge Learn­ 
ed Hand, the distinguished judge, 
now in retirem ent, who formerly 
sat on the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York and won a 
nationwide 
reputation 
for 
the 
soundness of his judicial decisions. 
In a series of lectures at the H ar­ 
vard law school, he recently ex­ 
posed the erratic trend in the Su­ 
preme Court decisions of today. 


THE PRESENT Supreme Court 
has 
ignore 
the 
Constitution 
in 
many cases. Though the Constitu­ 
tion, for instance, says that Con­ 
gress and the Judicary are co­ 
ordinate and independent institu­ 
tions, the Supreme Court has un­ 
dertaken 
to 
tell 
congressional 
committees 
what 
subjects 
they 
m ay investigate and what ques­ 
tions are pertinent to an inquiry— 
as if there were any limit on the 
right of Congress to get inform a­ 
tion on which to base laws or 
new amendments to the Constitu­ 
tion. 
The Supreme Court has also told 
the states they cannot decide who 
shall or shall not be admitted to 
practice law or how to set up 
tests of qualifications of experi­ 
ence and character before issuing 
a license to an applicant. 
The Supreme Court has under­ 
taken, moreover, to ham per police 
officers in interrogating persons ac­ 
cused of crime and to interfere 
with prompt efforts at finding the 
guilty persons. Confessed rapists 
and m urderers have recently been 
released by order of the Supreme 
Court because the police didn’t 
formally arraign a suspect within 
a short tim e after he was picked 
up. Police officers claim they need 
time to sift the innocent from the 
guilty. 


THE SUPREME COURT has giv­ 
en professed Communists a break 
by declaring that Congress has 
no right to say by law that per­ 
sons joining organizations which 
advocate the overthrow of our gov­ 
ernm ent may be punished. The 
court says, in effect, it m ust be 
proved that the individual Com­ 
munist has engaged in specific ac­ 
tion aimed at the immediate over­ 
throw 
of 
government. 
He 
can 
preach treason but can be prose­ 
cuted only if the treason is suc­ 
cessful in its effect on other per­ 
sons. 
These are but a few of the aber­ 
rations of the present court. The 
country has not yet wakened to 
the dangers of the court’s un­ 
precedented rulings. 
The pending bills 
designed to 
limit or restrict the jurisdiction of 
the court constitute the beginning 
of a prolonged battle to stop the 
usurpation of legislative power by 
the present Supreme Court. It m ay 
take years to win the fight but the 
struggle will increase in intensity 
as the public learns what’s at 
stake. 
It is not the court as an In­ 
stitution, but the mistaken attitude 
of a m ajority of the justices as 
to what the court has a right to 
do, which is the basis for the grow­ 
ing demand that the powers of the 
present court be curbed. It’s not 
the proper use but the abuse, of 
the judicial 'function which is at 
issue. 


On The Eve Of Battle

From appearances at this early 
stage of summer, my battle with 
the thistles is going in their favor. 
This will be the ninth year that 
I have fought them tooth and nail, 
on the hillsides, in the lowlands, 
in the garden and in the lawn. 
I have m acerated 
them with 
sharp instruments, doused 
them 
with nerve 
gas, 
trampled 
upon 
them, invoked dark powers to put 
them to rout — and they never 
looked so hardy and resourceful 
as they look this yea*. 
Although they have not yet be­ 
gun to raise their heads, they are 
gathering strength. 
From being an enemy I original­ 
ly looked on with contempt, the 
thistles have become like Kipling's 
fussy-wuzzies — an adversary I 
have learned to respect for their 
indomitable will to fight for their 
survival. 
They are the only thing on the 
place that never give up. When 
you come right down to it, they 
are the only thing on the place 
that can prove year in and year 
out a natural right to be there, be­ 
cause they withstand all adversity. 
One year, an ally who had gross­ 
ly underestimated the power of the 
thistle undertook to dig them out 
of a corner (rf the meadow where 
they were especially numerous. 
The tactic was complete remov­ 
al, by the roots, no 
less. 
The 
compaign went on for three weeks 
in the early part of the summer. 
At the end of that time there were 
more thistles than there had been 
at the beginning. 
Another year, a campaign was 
started to poison them with a cun­ 
ning device that dropped liquid on 
them with a plunger in the end of 
a tubeful of poison. Theoretically, 
this would polish them off by the 
tens of thousands. 
They thrived on the poison. 
They have been cut off at the 
roots, without effect. New sprouts 
rose from the decapitated roots. 
They have been stabbed in the 
heart, also without effect. 
They 
merely grew new hearts and re­ 
doubled their growth. 
I have seen them refuse to die 
when pried out of the soil and 
left lying on their sides. 
The (july thing that ever gave 


them pause was a going-over one 
blistering day in July with a ro­ 
tary mowing machine that mashed 
their stems into shreds and ex­ 
posed their insides to the direct 
rays of the sun. Even that stopped 
them for only one season. The 
next sum m er they had rehabilitat­ 
ed themselves. 
There is only one way thistles 
can be m astered. One of the seed 
companies will have to improve 
them so they will lose their stick­ 
ers and bear flowers suitable for 
picking. Thereupon, they will de­ 
generate and become as reluctant 
to live as all the other stuff the 
seed companies sell at 15 cents a 
pinch and upward —.stuff that is 
guaranteed never to be heard of 
again if it hits the ground. 
But your ordinary thistle — my 
ordinary thistle, that is — 
can 
seed itself five miles away with a 
slight assist from the wind and no 
assistance whatever from any oth­ 
er source. It makes the dandelion, 
which is no panty-waist itself, in 
the battle for survival, seem like 
a hemophiliac mem ber of 
t h e 
Bourbons by comparison. 


Of all living things, man is com­ 
paratively one of the slowest-mov­ 
ing.

Disease Start To 
Show In Infants 


LOS ANGELES (f)—Schizophre­ 
nia, the mental disease of split 
personality, can begin to show in 
children only 3 or 4 months old 
and preliminary treatment can be 
started through the parents, a Los 
Angeles psychiatrist said today. 
The earliest outward symptoms 
he said, are a kind of withdraws 
from contact with others and a 
tendency to fly into tantrums i 
his fixed pattern of playing is dis 
turbed. 
Treatment at this stage calls for 
re-education of both mother and 
child, he added. The mother needs 
to be shown how to give attention 
and affection and the child has to 
be made receptive to the parents 
efforts. 
This method was described in a 
paper before the California Med 
ical Assn. by Dr. Edward G. Col­ 
bert of the Neuropsychiatric In 
stitute of the University of Cali 
forma at Los Angeles. 
In some instances placement of 
the child outside the home is ad 
visable, he added, and treatment 
sometimes requires several years.
